referred to the late calamity, with which it 
pleased Divine Providence to inflict this city, 
and in the name, and by the authority, of that 
great sourte of mercy, he ventured, as we 








He ascribed it partly to the conduct 
of a public meeting, which was unfriendly to 
the interference of the clergy in temporal con- 
cerns ; partly to the corduct of merchants, 
who, in their bargains, endeavoured to over- 
reach each other; partly to what he consider- 
ed the “ perjuries of the custom house ;” part- 
ly to the nomination of an intidel, instead of a 
christian, to office ; and partly from visiting 
theatres, and witnessing a mimic of mimics. If 
we are rightly informed, for we are thankful 
that we did not hear him, the above were the 
causes of yellow fever, and »ny subsequent dis- 
tion of Providerce. , 
Of late, it appears that several reverend, 
entlemen bave assumed a most intimate and 
iliar acquaintance with the motives, dis. 
pensations, and acts of the great ny sages 
e 
1d familiarity ; the dauntless, unblushing man- 
ner with which they approach the Throne of 
Grace ; the little awe and reverence extubited 
for the fountain of justice and mercy, are cal- 
culated to ehock the pious mind. Instend of 
that meekness and humanity, that mildness, 
tolerance, and forbearance, which are illustri- 
ous features in the christian faith, we witness 
a fury, a denunciation, an excommunicating 
spirit, worthy of the darker ages. No longer 
is heard from the pulpit the silver voice, which 
preaches “ Peace on earth and good will to 
man ;”” no longer is the soul subdued by the 
mild accents of persuasion, the just and natural 


practice of wearing powder, 





precepts.of a pure jaith; no longer is the De- 
vine Majesty of God pictured in soft and affect- | 
ing colors, calculated to promote confidence and | 
love, while it iaspires awe and humility: on | 
the contrary, the source of all hope and great | 
architect of the universe, is pictured in colours 
dark and revolting; men shudder, tremble, | 
and despair, where they should stand erect in | 
the presence of their Maker, supported by , 
hope, faith, and charity. What is the cause of ; 
this sad state of things? It is not so much the | 
fault of the preacher as it is of the congrega- | 
tion ; for if the hearers would firmly discoun- ; 
tenance such doctrines, the preacher would ; 
gladly yield to their wishes. We could write 
a volume in proof of the injurious consequences 
to religion, which results trom this intemperate 
course; but it is unnecessary, the good sense 
of the people is with us. It is nut the course 
which should be pursued by those who seek to 
walk in the ways of God and keep His com- 
mandments. 

There is one fact which is of importance, 
and which should be guarded against. The 
road to the pulpit is too easy of access. Young 
men released from college, deliberate in the 
choice of a profession, whether they will join 
the army, the bar, or the pulpit, and their 
choice is generally regulated by interest ; and, 
if they mount the pulpit, they are too apt to 
make up a deficiency of sincerity by an intem- 
perate display of zeal. 

We now seldom see those heads silvered with 
the frost of many winters ; those furrowed 
cheeks, which a long life of practical piety 

ives force and influence to their doctrines. 
nstead of the disciplined mind, the chastened, 
calm, and sedate experience of age, we have 
the fire, the overweening zeal and intemper- 
ance of youth: and such is the influence of the 
pulpit, that they communicate a portion of this 
misguided theory to a portion of their auditory. 

That part of the Rev. Mr. Strong's discourse 
which is applicable to us, is stated to be in the 





following tetms: 

“ I care not a rash for any political creed or 
regular nomination ; but what must we think of | 
men, Christian men, of rank and standing in 
society, who will give their support for any ! 
particular office to an INFIDEL! instead of a | 
Christian.” =

may be. ‘There was a time when the seed of |

resolutely steod up for the Omnipotence of the | 
ever-living God; and for four thousand years | 
have they maintamed with constancy the glory | 
of his holy wame; and do they now ment the ! 
term inji‘el as their reward? We are no in- 
fidels ; s+ belive in the existence of God; in 
the low and the prophets; m_a future state of 
rewarcs aad pu 'stiments—how are we infidels ? 

In all our wricugs, in wis our conversations, 
we have aever oermitted ourselves to say any 
thing disreputab.< of the Christian religion. 
We have respe. ed the religious feelings of | 
others, and claitmacd the same privilege, asa 
free citizen, for our own. Our press has becn 
fre for the publication of all religious notices, 
while other presses have charged for them.
